You are hereby notified to meet at the Paul Schcol in said Wakefield on Tues- 
day, the thirteenth day of March, 1990 at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following articles, numbered 1 through 5: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 

ARTICLE 2. Are you in favor of the adoption of an Amendment No. 1 to the 
existing Town Zoning Ordinance, as submitted by the Petition of the Voters of 
this Town. This would rezone the ENTIRE Business & Commercial Zone in the Un- 
ion Village, (LAND BOUNDED BY MAIN STREET, ROUTE 16 and THE MILTON 
TOWN LINE) to Agricultural? (DISAPPROVED BY THE PLANNING BOARD) 


ARTICLE 3. Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 2 as pro- 
posed by a petition of certain voters of the Town of Wakefield for the Town Zoning 
Ordinance to rezone Lot 2 on Town Tax Map 46 to Commercial rather than Agricul- 
tural, this being land on Route 16 across from Stoneham Road where it intersects 
Route 16? (DISAPPROVED BY THE PLANNING BOARD) 


ARTICLE 4. Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 3 as pro- 
posed by a petition of certain voters of the Town of Wakefield for the Town Zoning 
Ordinance as follows: The creation of a non-profit Senior Housing District wherein 
persons age 60 and over may live in a cluster type development project located 
on a site of land to be developed on approximately 1.62 acres and being located 
directly across from the Wakefield Fire Station and being depicted as Lot 90 on 
Map 33 of the Wakefield Tax Maps. (DISAPPROVED BY THE PLANNING BOARD) 


ARTICLE 5. Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:43-f for the adjusted 
elderly exemptions from property tax? These statutes provide for the following 
exemptions, based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers: for a person 65 
years of age up to 75 Years, $10,000; for a person 75 years of age up to 80 
years, $15,000; for a person 80 years of age or older, $20,000. To qualify, the 
person must have been a New Hampshire resident for at least 5 years; own the 
real estate individually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by his spouse, they 
must have been married for at least 5 years. In addition, the taxpayer must have 
a net income of less than $10,000 or if married, a combined net income of less 
than $12,000, and own net assets of $30,000 or less, excluding the value of the 
person's residence. (This exemption, if adopted, will replace the existing Expand- 
ed Elderly Exemption provisions.)

ARTICLE 6. Are you in favor of entering into a one year contract with the 


Union Fire Precinct to furnish fire protection for the rest of the Town outside the 
Precinct in the amount of fifteen thousand eight hundred seventy-three dollars 
($15,873)? (RECOMMENDED BY THE BUDGET COMMITTEE) (Majority vote re- 


quired) 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
fourteen thousand five hundred dollars ($14,500) for the purchase of a police 
cruiser. (RECOMMENDED BY THE BUDGET COMMITTEE) (Majority vote re- 


quired) 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
twenty-eight thousand two hundred forty dollars ($28,240) for the purchase of a 
One ton truck, plow, wing, and spreader for the Highway Department. 
(RECOMMENDED BY THE BUDGET COMMITTEE) (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
six thousand seven hundred twenty-five dollars ($6,725) for the purchase of 
handguns and a computer for the Police Department. (BUDGET COMMITTEE 
RECOMMENDS $4,520) (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of eighty-four thousand five hundred dollars ($84,500) for Landfill equipment 
and recycling shed, to be offset with funds obtained from application to NH the 
Beautiful and the Governor's Recycling Grants Program. Each grant program 
could fund a maximum of $10,000. (BUDGET COMMITTEE RECOMMENDS 
$4,500) (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of twenty-four thousand dollars ($24,000) for replacement of the underground 
fuel storage tanks at the Town fuel depot. (RECOMMENDED BY THE BUDGET 
COMMITTEE) (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of twenty-nine thousand four hundred eight dollars ($29,408) to implement ener- 
gy audit recommendations on the Town Hall, Highway Garage and Sanbornville 
Fire Station, to be offset with funds obtained from application to the Governor's 
Energy Office for an Energy Grant in the amount of fourteen thousand seven 
hundred four dollars ($14,704). (RECOMMENDED BY THE BUDGET COMMIT- 
TEE) (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) to add to the existing Capital Re- 
serve Fund for the future cleanup and closing of the Wakefield Landfill site. 
(BUDGET COMMITTEE RECOMMENDS $75,000) (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve fun 
under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of a Highway Truck and to 


raise and appropriate the sum of twenty-five thousand ($25,000) to be placed in 
that fund. (RECOMMENDED BY THE BUDGET COMMITTEE) (Majority vote re- 
quired) 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town of Wakefield will raise and appropriate the 
sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000) to start upgrading the Heath Road so 
called. (BY PETITION) (NOT RECOMMENDED BY THE BUDGET COMMITTEE) 
(Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of three 
hundred twenty dollars ($320) to assist the Family Health Centre. (BY PETI- 
TION) (NOT RECOMMENDED BY THE BUDGET COMMITTEE) (Majority vote re- 
quired) 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the optional fiscal year as 
provided in accordance with RSA 31:94-a. (BY PETITION) (Majority vote re- 
quired) 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to change the date of its annual 
town meeting to the second Tuesday of May in accordance with RSA 39:1-a. 
(BY PETITION) (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to accept a portion of North Shore 
Drive, from Dearborn Road to the westerly boundary of lot #84 on tax map #40 
(Norby residence), as a Class V road. (The purpose of this article is to clarify 
the status of this section of road which the Town has been maintaining year 
round for several years.) (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to accept Flynn Wood Road from 
its intersection with Route 109 to the intersection of Mt. View Drive and Flynn 
Terrace, as a Class V road. (The purpose of this article is to clarify the status of 
this section of road which the Town has been maintaining for several years.) 
(Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 21. Do you approve acceptance of Leighton Drive and Ryan 
Street in the Lovell Woods subdivision which were built to Town of Wakefield 
specifications, approved by the Wakefield Planning Board and the Town of 
Wakefield Road Agent, as Town owned, Town maintained roads, and do you fur- 
ther instruct the Wakefield Board of Selectmen to accept the deed to said roads

ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote that Wyman Point Road be ac-

Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:35, IV for an optional 
property tax exemption on residential property for a service-connected total 
disability? The optional disability exemption is $1,400, rather than $700. (BY

money. (Majority vote required)

of ($1,609,719) one million, six hundred nine thousand, seven hundred nine- 
teen dollars and no cents, inclusive of previously approved individual warrant 
articles, to defray town charges as submitted by the Budget Committee. 
(Majority vote required)

said meeting.

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Independent Auditor's Report 


To the Members of the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Wakefield 
Wakefield, New Hampshire 


We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of 
the Town of Wakefield and the combining and individual fund financial statements 
of the Town of Wakefield as of and for the year ended December 31, 1988, as 
listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the responsibility 
of the Town of Wakefield's management. Our responsibility is to express an 
opinion on these financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain 
reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of 
material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence 
supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit 
also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant 
estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial 
statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis 
for our opinion. 


As described in Note 1C, the general purpose financial statements referred 
to above do not include the General Fixed Asset Group of Accounts, which 
should be included to conform with generally accepted accounting principles. 
The amount that should be recorded in the Goris Fixed Asset Account Group is 
not Known. 


In our opinion, except that omission of the General Fixed Asset Group of 
Accounts results in an incomplete presentation, as explained in the above 
paragraph, the general purpose financial statements referred to above present 
fairly, in all material respects, the financial position of the Town of Wakefield at 
December 31, 1988, and the results of its operations and the changes in financial 
position of its nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended, in conformity 
with generally accepted accounting principles. Also, in our opinion, the 
combining and individual fund financial statements referred to above present 
fairly, in all material respects, the financial position of each of the individual 
funds of the Town of Wakefield at December 31, 1988, and the results of 
operations of such funds and the changes in financial position of individual 
nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended, in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles. 


Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the general 
purpose financial statements taken as a whole and on the combining and 
individual fund financial statements. The accompanying financial information 
listed as a schedule in the table of contents is presented for purposes of 
additional analysis and not a required part of the financial statements of the Town 
of Wakefield.

The accounts of the Town of Wakefield for the year of 1989 have been 
examined by the independent auditing firm of Plodzik & Sanderson Prof. Assoc. 
of Concord, N.H. Their report, although not available in time to be printed in this 
report, will be available for public inspection at the Selectmen's office by the end 
of March. 
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Wakefield Area Ambulance Report 


The Wakefield Area Ambulance Corps responded to 241 calls during 1989. 
These included 113 motor and water accidents, 163 home accidents and sudden 
illnesses and 11 fire standbys. A total of 184 patients were transported to the 
hospital, of which 124 were residents, 9 responses were for mutual aid to other 
communities and 14 responses were for mutual aid to Wakefield when more than 
one ambulance was required. 


We currently have 16 members of which 6 are Emergency Medical 
Technicians. Of these, 6 are EMT's, 3 are qualified for defibrillation and 2 are 
qualified for intravenous. We have 9 members who are Advanced First Aid 
qualified, of whom 7 are presently taking the EMT course at Huggins Hospital. 


During 1989, the Corps members logged 1,694 hours of voluntary man hours 
on ambulance calls and training, with no compensation. 


Statistics proved this year that we responded to more calls on Wednesdays 
and Sundays, and that the busiest months were June, July, August and 
December. 


The Corps also has and maintains a snowmobile and stretcher sled for 
emergency calls to areas that the ambulance is unable to reach. 


The Wakefield Ambulance Association, made up of interested townspeople 
and Corps members, donated over $2,400 in equipment from Memorial 
Donations, regular donations and regularly sponsored money raising activities. 


Any person who would like to help the ambulance corps, but has no desire to 
be a medical attendant, could do so by joining the association. Any interested 
person can call Charlotte Palmer. 


Please remember the Corps still holds a monthly Blood Pressure Clinic, the 
First Wednesday of each month at the Fire Station from 10:00 AM till noon. 
Anyone interested is welcome to come in and have their blood pressure checked 
free of charge. 


We are always looking for new people to become Corps members. Any 
interested person can call the Selectmen's Office or get in touch with a Corps 
member. The more people we have, the better job we can do for Wakefield 
residents and visitors when they need medical assistance.

Construction in 1989 was considerably slower than at any time in the 
previous five years. The following is a summary of the Permit activities for 1989 
compared to the number and type of permits issued in previous years.

This year the estimated construction costs on Permit Applications exceed 
five million dollars. It is expected that the tax base for 1989 will increase by at 
least $5,000,000 and will probably exceed that amount when all construction for 
the year is completed. 


Over the years the filing of Building and Septic Permits has been handled 
quite haphazardly. This year we have worked to establish a departmental filing 
system which would facilitate the location of all construction information and 
correspondence on any lot in the Town. All available building and septic 
information, which could be deciphered, on every lot in the Town has been set up 
by Tax Map and Lot Number. Considerable additional research work will still be 
required to identify some of the earlier permits issued by the Town and State. 
This file will be extremely valuable in light of State Regulations and Requirements 
relative to well and septic information and the sale of waterfront property in the 
Town.

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1989 Highway Activity Report 


Due to the extensive washouts early in 1989, much of the gravel and 
coldpatch budget was expended early. Therefore, planned shimming on Wilson's 
Drive and Steven's Corner Road and scheduled gravel resurfacing on sections of 
Pickpocket and Brackett Roads were not done. 


Additionally, due to the unsatisfactory results the Town has had with 
chipseal surfacing on reconstruction, the decision was made to surface the 1989 
construction pieces with 2" of single base hot bituminous concrete (hottop). 
Although this method is more costly at the outset, it is a more cost effective 
means of paving as the material has a longer life. Balances in budgeted gravel 
amounts, special construction, and sealing budget allowed for the funds to 
hottop the 89 projects. 


The following projects were completed as scheduled during 1989: 


1. Reconstruction of the Town Triangle, School Street, St. John's Street, 
3000 feet of Ballard's Ridge from Leighton's Corner plus 200 feet on 
Pine River Road, 2000' of Brackett Road from the intersection with 
Witchtrot Road, and 1000 feet of Witchtrot Road from Brackett Road 
towards Bulk Head Road. 


2. Grave! resurfacing was done on Oak Hill Road and a 1" wear coat of 
hottop was placed on a section of Pine River Road. Pine River Road 
resurfacing was not scheduled, however, the condition of previous 
years’ chipseal surfacing warranted the hottop wear coat. The 1990 
budget request contains funds for a similar wear coat on several 
sections of recently reconstructed roads. 


3. Extensive brush cutting along the roadsides was done on the following 
roads: Whippoorwill, Pine River, Leighton Corner, Old Farms, Heath, 
Walsh, Ballard's Ridge, Sanborn, Acton Ridge, Witchtrot, Canal, 
Rhines, Fellows, Willey, Old Stage, and Stoneham Roads. 


4. Ditching and drainage work was accomplished on Witchtrot, Old Stage, 
Whippoorwill, Pigeon Hill, Bonnyman, Oak Hill, and Worster Roads. 


The brush cutting and ditching and drainage work completed during the 1989 
season was far in excess of that which was scheduled. This was true in 1988 
and is attributed to the addition of a full time position with the Department in 1988 
allowing the Department to better keep up with normal road maintenance and do 
more in-house vehicle and equipment maintenance.

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Wakefield Planning Board Report 


During March of 1989 the voters of the Town of Wakefield voted to amend 
the Town Zoning Ordinances, as follows: 


1. Clarify the provisions for lower minimum lot requirements in Residential 1 
Zone on lots serviced by Town Sewer or Sanbornville Precinct Water. 

2. Clarify the provisions for lower minimum lot requirements in the 
Agricultural Zone on lots serviced by Town Sewer or Sanbornville 
Precinct Water. 

3. Add to Article III.3 creating an Aquifer Conservation District which has 
provided for the protection of the Town's water resources from 
contamination by polluting, hazardous, or toxic materials by restricting 
certain uses of property found within the district. 

4. Add to Article III.3 creating a Wetlands Conservation District which will 
control and guide the use of land areas which have been found to be 
subject to highway table for extended periods of time. 

5. An amendment that has expanded and defined the permitted uses in all 
zones. 

6. An amendment establishing provisions for local Earth Excavation 
Regulations. 


All of the above have been implemented, and we are proud to say a vital part 
of our regulations. 


During 1989 the Planning Board approved 17 subdivisions for a total of 106 
new lots and 7 lot line adjustments. In addition, the Planning Board reviewed 18 
plans that were not acted upon. Also, we have conditionally approved 4 
subdivisions with a total of 27 lots. We have pending 10 subdivisions with the 
total of 67 lots (of which 20 may be considered campground lots) and 4 lot line 
adjustments. 


We want to take this time to thank Barbara Randall for her many, many 
years of devoted service as Secretary to the Planning Board, as a regular 
member of the Board, also 1 year as Chair Person. She is not seeking re-election 
this year, and it goes without saying, Barbara, we will all miss you and all your 
expertise. Again, we thank you for everything you have done for all the members 
on the Board. 


The Planning Board continues to meet regularly on the second and last 
Thursday of each month. All interested parties are encouraged to attend.

There were two applications for rehearings; one variance was granted at a 
rehearing; the other application for rehearing was denied and there was no 
rehearing held as the Board felt there was no new evidence presented in the 


application. 


The responsibility of the Zoning Board of Adjustment is to act only in 


accordance with state law and regulations, and local zoning ordinance. This 
Board does not have the power to change the zoning ordinance. Your ZBA hears 
appeals and administers special provisions of the ordinance, dealing with 


variances, special exceptions, and administrative decisions.

Conservation Commission Report 


The Wakefield Conservation was established in March, 1988 by Town vote 
(RSA-36A), consisting of five members appointed by the Board of Selectmen. 
Meetings are held the second and fourth Monday of each month at 12:30 p.m. at 
Town Hall. The public is welcome to attend. 


The purpose of the Commission is to research use of local land and water 
areas, and establish an index of open space and wetlands areas as a part of 
public information. Another purpose is to review requests for filling, dredging and 
docks that are sent to the Wetlands Board. This Wakefield Conservation 
Commission does not have decision making powers, but makes 
recommendations to State and local agencies. 


This year we have reviewed 165 applications, made several onsite 
inspections and are in the process of mapping the open spaces and identifying 
the wetlands. On site inspections were made of wetlands in line with the policy of 
the Department of Environmental Services, Wetlands Division, to assist in the 
review process. 


We are in the process of receiving a gift of land in the wetlands area off Rte. 
16 to be used for protection of the environment. Any other gifts of money may be 
placed in the Conservation Fund and allowed to accumulate from year to year for 
the purchase of land and development rights.

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Wakefield Police Department Report—1989 


For eleven years my continuing goal has been to improve Department 
standards by maintaining a permanent staff of officers who are qualified, trained, 
and become known to the community. The constant turnover of officers, which 
affects the stability of the Department, has been the result of other agencies 
offering higher salaries. For this reason, | was pleased when the budget 
committee urged a salary study which revealed the inequities of our officers as 
compared with officers of surrounding towns. 


Each year | submit my budget with careful consideration for the taxpayer. | 
submit my needs, not my wants. This year, with the salary study as a guide, | 
scaled each officer on the step system according to his time and service. In the 
interest of keeping these costs down, | did not place myself on the top step, 
which | am well qualified to do. | took a lower step. The Selectmen unanimously 
approved my budget, but the Budget Committee, totally disregarding the paid for 
salary study, cut the salaries back, and even dropped me back a step. 


This Department's portion of the tax bill is 1/gth—2'/¢ out of each tax dollar. 
For this we, like the other vital services of the town, work 365 days a year, 24 
hour a day service, work weekends and holidays, few can seldom take summer 
vacations, and if the year is busy and vacation days can't be taken, we don't get 
paid for them. Each man that joins the Department invests $750-$800 for 
personal equipment. The demands of the job are vigorous, dangerous, and 
subject to much emotional and physical abuse. They are dedicated to the needs 
of the people, and should at least be compensated comparably to other law 
enforcement officers. 


When the economy is good we are busy, when the economy slows, we can 
be busier because crime can increase. We are there for you, and | hope you will 
all be there for us at Town Meeting to support my requests. We are not the town 
tax burden.

Report of Town Forest Fire Warden 
and State Forest Ranger 


During calendar year 1989, the State of New Hampshire experienced an 
average number of wildfires. The three leading causes of these wildfires were 
fires kindled without a fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden, children and debris 
burning fires that escaped control. All these causes are preventable, but only 
with your help. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire 
prevention. By New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27b), No person, firm or 
corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire, or burn or caused to be 
burned any material, except when the ground is covered with snow, without first 


obtaining a written fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden of the town where the 
burning is to be done. 


Violations of RSA 224:27 and the other burning laws of the State of New 
Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $1,000 and/or a year 
in jail and you are also liable for paying all fire suppression cost. 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted many 
towns in wildland fire suppression during 1989, including several large fires in 
Allenstown, Alton, Chesterfield and Concord areas, as well as the 100 acre fire 
on Mt. Belknap in Gilford. 


If you have any questions regarding New Hampshire forest fire laws, please 
contact your local Forest Fire Warden, State Forest Ranger, or the Division of 
Forests and Lands at 271-2217.

The Wakefield Fire Commissioners want to thank retiring Fire Chief Earl 
Dodier for his dedication and service during his many years with the Wakefield 
Fire Department. We also commend his officers and firemen for their efforts in 
fire prevention and suppression during 1989. 


The Wakefield Fire Department made many essential advances in upgrading 
the overall department in 1989. Two new fire trucks were ordered. The first truck 
was received in November, and is housed in the East Wakefield Fire Station. The 
other, for Sanbornville Fire Station, is expected in early 1990. New equipment 
including large diameter hose for better water supply, and modern breathing 
apparatus for the firemen, among various other items were purchased, all adding 
to the effectiveness of the Fire Department and thereby improving the fire 
protection for the people of Wakefield.
